Your dealer can tell you 
what horsepower motor la 
best for the boat.
  Don't smoke while refuel- . 

ing.
  Don't let passengers of a 

small boat stand up, or sit on : 
the gunwales, while under 
way.
  Equip your boat with es­ 

sential gear fhcludtog tnchor, 
oars, a boat hook, extra line, 
fire extinguisher, tool kit, - 
and first aid kit
 Running lights are a must * 

for nighttime operation.
  Check U. S. Weather Bu- 

reau forecasts before taking 
I boat out on open water. If 
I you're going far, take a radio 
I along to keep you posted on 
(changing weather conditions. 
!   Most boats if swamped or 
I capsized will remain at tha
surface, so stay with the boat
until help arrives.

I "EIGHTY per cent of last ,- 
, year's boating fatalities re­ 
sulted from swamping or cap­ 
sizing of boats and from peo­ 
ple falling overboard," Quig­ 
non said.

"All safety conscious skip­ 
pers make a point of know­ 
ing the swimming capabilities 
of those on board." he con­ 
tinued. "If a person goes ac­ 
cidentally overboard, rescue 
procedure is based on the 
ability or inability of the per­ 
son in the water to help him­ 
self.

"If a man overboard can 
swim, a lifesaving device can 

| be tossed toward him. The 
iboat should be stopped, and 
the victim can swim to It," 
Quignon added.
